Throughout this b. oklet we have used the term "hardwood," 
which refers to wood of the broad-leafed trees, such as oak, ash, 
maple, gum, and birch. Hardwoods, or "cabinet woods" as they 
are sometimes called, include the more precious woods, such as 
walnut, mahogany and a host of other choice woods. These 
woods are used for fine interiors, for furniture, and for all 
purposes where beauty of figure and of finish is important. 

"Softwoods," on the other hand, is a term applied to the wood 
of the conifers, or cone-hearing trees, such as pines, firs, 
spruces, hemlocks, etc. Such woods, available in much greater 
supply than hardwoods, are used in large quantities for con- 
struction and industrial purposes and for any other applica- 
tion where appearance is not necessarily a factor. 



Wnldwood Plywood is made in both Interior and Exterior types, the former bonded with 
extended urea resins and other approved bonding agents; the latter with phenol for- 
maldehyde synthetic resin. Bark of these Weldwood Products are unmatched facilities 
and experience in plywood production and fabrication.

IT TAKES BUT A FEW HOURS to install Weldwoid 
Plywood Panels in your home, but scores of 
winters follow scores of summers before the 
trees are ready for cutting.

CHOICE LOGS from all over the world are first 
stripped of their bark and, after careful grading 
and selection, are cut into thin sheets of veneer. 
By the use of various methods of cutting, Weldwood 
engineers are able to gel the most appealing grain 
patterns from each log. 



CERTAIN WOODS, such as oak, birch and gum, 
can be cut on a rotary lathe which "unwinds" 
the tree by revolving it against a razor-sharp 
blade. Only the best sections of veneer are 
used for Weldwood Plywood; undesirable sec- 
tions are eliminated hy expert "clipping," 
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VENEER SHEETS are carefully dried in special 
driers and then assembled into large over-all 
pieces. Here are some of the large sheets being 
''layed up" before hot-pressing. Face veneers 
are carefully matched to achieve the most 
lovely decorative effects. One of the driers can 
be seen in the background. 



A TREE IS STRONGER along the grain than across the 
grain. Weldwood is made by bonding thin plies of 
wood together, the grain of each ply running at right 
angles to the next. Phenol formaldehyde resin ad- 
hesives or other approved bonding agents make the 
bond a permanent weld — the plies of a Weldwood 
panel will never separate.
